With the unification of all min¬ 
ers’ locals in Alberta and Eastern 
British Columbia as their goal, 
more than 70 delegates represent¬ 
ing 35 local unions met in the 
Labor Temple Monday morning 
under auspices of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor. Fred J. 
White, president of the federation, 
presided. 

Harmony prevailed among the 
delegates who represented locals 
of both the United Mine Workers 
of America and the Mine Work¬ 
ers’ Union of Canada as well as 
independent locals. By noon the 
convention had pased on all cre¬ 
dentials, seated the delegates and 
adjourned to consider individually 
a joint statement of the officers of 
the U.M.W.A. and the M.W.U.C. 

Opening the convention, Mr. 
White spoke of the gratifying res¬ 
ponse to the convention call, 
curity and protection for the min¬ 
ers demanded unity, Mr. White 
warned the delegates. He asked 
them to forget past differences 
their efforts to attain unity. 

Carl E. Berg, secretary of the 
federation, read the convention 
call reminding the meeting that 
the move for unification in East¬ 
ern Canada was well on its way. 

Principal address of the morn¬ 
ing was made by Tom Ewen, for¬ 
mer secretary of the Workers’ 
Unity League, of Toronto. Mr. 
Ewen made a strong plea for am¬ 
algamation of all groups under the 
banner of the United Mine Work¬ 
ers of America. 


suited in a steady driving down 
of their standards of living, Mr. 
Ewen declared. He had found a 
deep desire for unity among work- 

s in all parts of Canada. 

There were too many unorgan¬ 
ized workers, Mr. Ewen aserted. 
He warned the miners they must 
forget their old differences. Fas¬ 
cism was making its appearance 
in Canada, he charged, notably in 
British Columbia. Organized vio¬ 
lence against trades unions was 
being urged by certain individuals 
in that province, said Mr. Ewen. 

Coal operators themselves were 
discussing union, the speaker de¬ 
clared. He foresaw opposition to 
miners’ unity movement. 
There was even a move to set up 
social credit trades unions, Mr. 
Ewen concluded. 

A joint statement by officers of 
the two major union organizations 
was then presented. It promised 
higher wages and better \yorking 
conditions and agreed in principle 
with union under the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

All non-members of the U.M.W. 
A. were promised equal rights 
after amalgamation and a petition 
would be made to international 
headquarters to restore district 
autonomy, the statement declared. 
It further promised a referendum 
vote on unification and suggested 
that all unions apply for U.M.W.A 
charters by July 1. Finally the 
promise was made that the U.M. 
W.A. would look after the striking 
miners at Corbin.

“Only a free press can keep us 
informed concerning the shackles 
which may be being forged for our 
wrists. The newspapers deserve 
the backing of the public as in¬ 
stitutions as well as sources of 
entertainment.” So said John Ed¬ 
win Price, nationally known auth 
or and lecturer, in a recent 
dress. In support of his state¬ 
ment he referred to the Supreme 
Court decision in favor of the 
Aberdeen (S. D.) American and 
News. A politician found guilty 
of forgery had been fined by ^cir¬ 
cuit judge $300 and had been given 
a farcial sentence of six months. 
The newspaper termed the sen¬ 
tence a “pat on the back,” also 
stating: “The honourable judge 
should doff his regal robes, don 
sackcloth and sit in ashes until 
his penitence is complete.” 

Judge Howard Babcock there¬ 
upon hailed editor and publisher 
into court and pronounced sen 
tence of $200 and thirty days each, 
(the latter suspended pending “good 
behaviour, with no other condition 
than that you do not publish 
the futile articles fo condemna¬ 
tion or contempt of court.” The 
supreme court has reversed this 
decision saying among other 
things: “The need for a free and 
unfettered press is perhaps more 
urgent in this country today than 
it ever has been before.”

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Facing a Big Deficit 


The discovery that the operations of the Federal government for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1936, resulted in a deficit of approximately 
$162,000,000, as announced by Hon. Chaa. A. Dunning in the recent budget 
speech in the House of Commons must have come as a considerable shock 
to a large percentage of the Canadian people who must pay the piper. 

The shock is not assuaged at all by the additional announcement that 
the increase In the sales tax from six to eight per cent, which the govern¬ 
ment decided to levy will not be a heavy enough impost to enable the gov¬ 
ernment to balance the budget for the current fiscal year and that, on the 
other hand, the best that can be expected from this and other more minor 
levies is a deficit of something less than $100,000,000 for this year. 

Not much is to be gained by any attempt to lay the blame for this 
enormous deficit at the door of any particular administration. Doubtless 
politicians within the fold of the two major political parties will rise up 
and assert that the other party is at fault, in the one case the former 
regime and in the other the present administration, while adherents of 
other parties, who have not yet been given an opportunity to demonstrate 
their ability to govern the country, will declare that the economic system 
is to be blamed. 

The fact remains that there is a shortage of $162,000,000 as the differ¬ 
ence between governmental income and outgo which has to be made up by 
approximately 10,000,000 people and the same number of people are appar¬ 
ently likely to have to make up another $100,000,000 or a little less next 
year. The money must come out of the pockets of these ten million Cana¬ 
dians and apparently the only way to get it is by increasing taxation in 
some form or another.

YET IN THIS province a distorted influence is at work 
which if continued will have the effect of influencing 
people with weak wills to consider that a debt is an obliga- 
tion no longer to be honored. Money was borrowed by this 
province (not thrust upon it) to make improvements. The 
province hadn’t the money, consequently it was sought in 
outside money marts, and borrowed on specified terms as to 
repayment with interest. Highways were built, public 
buildings were erected, many services were carried on, with 
borrowed money. But now there is a complaint on the part 
of the premier of the crushing burden of interest which he 
would reduce by compulsion and break the contracts under 
which the province borrowed the money. It cannot be 
called repudiation, he states, but “technical default.” Dis¬ 
guise it by whatever name he will, it is a repudiated agree¬ 
ment, if the original terms are not carried out, especially 
when it is done without consulting the creditors as to the 
terms of settlement. There are all too many who regard 
debts lightly, and who are willing to seize on any excuse 
to ignore their financial obligations. Premier Aberhart 
in playing to the gallery for popular support and in draw¬ 
ing a red herring across the trail of his promises to pay $25 
monthly with no increased taxation, is using very bad judg¬ 
ment and undermining the credit of the province. It can 
only lead to further loss of confidence and prestige in the 
eyes of people who are not swayed by religious emotion and 
mob appeals. 

gOME HAVE expressed the opinion that Emperor Haile 
Selassie was a quitter because he left Ethiopa when he 
found that defeat was inevitable. But it must be remembered 
that he had wild tribes of his own countrymen to contend 
with, who did not take kindly to western ideas of civiliza¬ 
tion, and who knew little or nothing of what membership in 
the League of Nations meant to them. Had the emperor 
remained in Ethiopa, it is probable himself and family would 
have been victims to the fanaticism of his own wild tribes¬ 
men smarting under the Italian yoke and who would have 
blamed him for his attempts to introduce civilization among 
. his people. World sympathy is felt for Haile Selassie, who 
has attempted to elevate his people to a higher plane, who 
relied on the League of Nations to see that his country was 
not oppressed by an invasion by a foreign power. But he 
leaned on a broken reed, for the League was of no protec¬ 
tion - whatever. 

J^ISTENING to a gentleman lecturing this week, we were 
impressed with his statement that there are just as many 
opportunities to-day for young men of energy and vision as 
there were in the days of their grandfathers. The will to do 
is the principal thing in lifting a man from the rut. With¬ 
out that he is beaten and will not travel far. He told of a 
young lad, son of a charwoman, wishing to learn railroad of¬ 
fice work. He couldn’t get a job, because there were no 
vacancies. But not to be denied, he offered his services to 
a local agent in exchange for being taught the rudiments of 
the work. So apt a pupil was he that subsequently he was 
employed as a helper when business increased, and later he 
was given a station in a fair-sized town. That lad made the 
opportunity for himself to learn the business he wanted to.

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WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


The Balkan entente considered a 
proposal to constitute itself into a 
little League of Nations for south¬ 
eastern Europe. 

The Soviet government announced 
it had accepted a British offer to be¬ 
gin negotiations for concluding an 
agreement on naval armaments. 

Ih the last three years $1,017,504 
has been spent on Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police barracks and offic¬ 
ers’ residences, Hon. Ernest La¬ 
pointe, minister of justice, announc¬ 
ed in the House of Commons. 

Sir Edward Beatty, president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, has 
consented to open Vancouver’s gol¬ 
den jubilee celebrations this summer, 
Mayor G. G. McGeer of the coast 
city, announces. 

The post office sustains an annual 
loss of $4,278,254 per annum in 
carrying newspapers "and other 
similar periodicals at a cut rate for 
this class of mail,” Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Elliott told the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

Newfoundland's hardy seamen 
came in for further praise in the 
British House of Commons when 
Winston Churchill, Conservative, 
urged the admiralty to hold out hope 
that a training cruiser would be re¬ 
established for Newfoundland.

General Counsel Retires 

Announcement Is Made Of Changes 
In C.P.R. Legal Staff 

W. H. Curie, K.C., general coun¬ 
sel, Canadian Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany, retired under pension regula¬ 
tions on May 1, Sir Edward Beatty, 
chairman and president announced. 

He is succeeded by E. P. Flintoft, 
K.C., present general solicitor. Geo. 
H. Walker, K.C., assistant general 
solicitor, succeeds Mr. Flintoft. 

Mr. Curie studied law in Toronto 
in association with Sir William Ralph 
Meredith, former chief justice of On¬ 
tario. After completing his studies 
he practised law wtih the firm of 
Scott, Scott, Curie and Gleason, pro¬ 
ceeding in 1908 to Winnipeg as 
assistant solicitor of the Canadian 
Pacific. 

He was made Winnipeg solicitor 
in 1910, resigning to practice law in 
Winnipeg in 1912. He rejoined the 
railway company in 1917 as gen¬ 
eral solicitor in the law department, 
Montreal, and was appointed to the 
position of general counsel for the 
company in 1929. 


Passes First Test 


Starts Flying School 


Irishman Believed To Be World’s 
Only One-Legged Instructor 

One-legged J. J. "Paddy” Flynn, 
black-haired, blue-eyed Irishman, has 
just booked his first pupils in his 
own flying school in Doncaster. 

When Imperial Airways City of 
Washington crashed near Neuchatel, 
France, in 1930 four people were 
killed. "Paddy”, her pilot, lived. But 
he fractured his spine and skull; lost 
one leg, broke the other in four 
places; smashed his ribs; spent the 
next two years In the hospital, had 
nine operations.

Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 

Stated That Reductions Effected 
Total Oxer $15,000,000 

Since the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar¬ 
rangement Act became operative 
some 18 months ago a total of 11,011 
settlements, involving $51,127,476 of 
debt, have been effected according 
to the first report of the committee 
in charge, tabled in the House of 
Commons.^ Reductions actually effect¬ 
ed totalled $15,341,430, with an an¬ 
nual interest saving of $1,228,718. 

The report sets forth that 19,091 
farmers submitted proposals, and 
11,011 settlements had been made, 
with an average annual interest sav¬ 
ing to individual debtors of $151. 

“In addition to such value as may 
be placed on the work accomplished, 
in the comparatively short period”, 
says the-report, “there is a notice¬ 
able getting-together throughout 
Canada of the debtors and their 
creditors outside the purview of this 
act, but attributable to the legisla¬ 
tion, with a view to friendly adjust- 
t of their problems by voluntary 
arrangement; and it is a matter of 
record that many thousands of such 
settlements are being effected with¬ 
out recourse to the official receivers 
and without cost to the government.” 

Settlements effected under the act, 
by provinces, include: Ontario, 1,261; 
Manitoba, 875; Saskatchewan, 1,182; 
Alberta, 1,041, and British Columbia, 

In addition to this total of 6,118, 
voluntary settlements accounted for] 
893 making a total of 11,011. 
Indications of boards being con¬ 
gested is noted in the report which 
records that one board has had 2,967 
cases before it. Of these a total of 
1,261 have been arranged. 

Vagrant Planets 

Astronomers Are Interested In A 
New Discovery 
Astronomers feel that now it can 
be told. Last February there was 
whole lot of anxiety round about 
where the practitioners of this 
science gather.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


JESUS INSPIRES HONESTY 


Lesson: Luke 19. 

Devotional reading: Psalm 15. 

Explanations And Comments 

Jesus Inspires Honesty, Luke 19: 
1-10. A chief publican, or Commis¬ 
sioner of taxes, as we should call 
him, Zacchaeus by name, was rich, a 
fact which informs us that, like all 
such officials of the Roman govern¬ 
ment, he had made his money by 
extortion and dishonesty, for had he 
been honest he would have been 
poor. As Jesus was about to pass 
through Jericho on his way to Jeru¬ 
salem, Zacchaeus realized that his 
shortness of stature would prevent 
his seeing him over the heads of the 
crowd that would gather. He was 
determined and resourceful; he ran 
ahead of the crowd and climbed a 
sycomore tree standing by the side 
of the road where Jesus must pass. 
This was not the sycomore tree 
known to-day in England, but a tree 
which has been described as a fig- 
mulberry because its fruit resembles 
the fig in appeaarnce, and its leaves 
those of the mulberry. The tree was 
easily climbed, for it had a short 
trunk and wide spreading branches. 

When Jesus reached the tree he 
looked up and called Zacchaeus by 
name. “The tax-collector in Pales¬ 
tine, by reason of the nefarious sys¬ 
tem in vogue, stood socially where 
a gambler or rumseller stands with 
us. He was ostracized. 

No Jewish rabbi would have offer¬ 
ed to stay at a publican’s house, but 
Jesus said to Zacchaeus, "Make haste 
and come down; for to-day I must 
abide at thy house.” His “must” 
was that of a shepherd who would 
care for his lost sheep. When Zac- 
chseus dropped from the branches 
with great joy and hastened home¬ 
ward with Jesus the people mur¬ 
mured saying, "He is gone to lodge 
with a man that is a sinner.” “Pub¬ 
licans and sinners” was a phrase in 
common use. 

"To-day is salvation come to this 
house,” said Jesus, “for as much as 
he also is a son of Abraham,” that 
is, a worthy Jew. For the Son of 
man came to seek and to save that 
which was lost. Lost means out of 
place. 


New Cancer Ray 

Strengthens Hope For More Power¬ 
ful Weapon Against Disease 

First experiments with a new, long 
sought cancer ray, nearly twice as 
hot as X-rays to malignant growth, 
but comparatively cool to healthy 
flesh, were described in the Ameri¬ 
can Society of Clinical Investiga¬ 
tions. 

The ray is a neutron beam, de¬ 
veloped at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. Its first application to can¬ 
cer strengthens hopes of medical 
science for a more powerful weapon 
against cancer. 

The experiments were on mice at 
the University of California by Dr. 
John Lawrence, of Yale'University, 
and P. A. Aebersold and Dr. E. O. 
Lawrence, of California.

YOUR GARDEN | 

Much of the real Interest in gard¬ 
ening lies in trying something new. 
Of course it is not advisable to make 
over the whole garden each spring, 
nor should one abandon completely 
all those old favourites which have 
done well in the past, but without 
something entirely new each season 
Interest will be lost. In a special 
part of every seed catalogue will be 
listed the very latest creations in 
both flowers and vegetables. Cer¬ 
tain flowers which were always 
double before now appear in a single 
type, or perhaps a new distinct 
color has been added. Giants have 
been dwarfed, like the new tiny 
Zinnias, or very much increased in 
height, added to something which a 
few years ago could only be secured 
in midget size. Practically all the 
leading flowers may now be secured 
in both doubles and singles and some 
of the latter, particularly in the 
Asters, are very desirable. 

A good seed catalogue will prove 
indispensable. Height of the flowers, 
times of blooming, whether they are 
suitable for such special purposes as 
edging, screening, cutting and frag¬ 
rance, are all mentioned and are 
vital facts in laying out a satisfac¬ 
tory garden. In the vegetable line 
the catalogue continues this useful 
service by listing different varieties 
under the heading of early, late and 
medium so that a succession of vege¬ 
tables is possible right through the 
season. With unusual sorts, special 
directions are given in regard to care 
and preparation for the table. 

The following seeds may be sown 
early in the open: Spinach, beets, 
carrots, radish, lettuce, onions, pars¬ 
nips and peas; seeds to be sown in 
the open after danger from frost is 
over: beans, corn, melons, cucum¬ 
bers, potatoes, pumpkin and squash; 
seeds to be started in hot beds: Cab¬ 
bage, cauliflower, celery, tomatoes, 
peppers and egg plants. By spread¬ 
ing sowing of each early vegetable 
over a period of two to three weeks 
a larger harvesting season is ob¬ 
tained. 

In selecting a list of annual flow¬ 
ers attention must be paid, of course, 
to time of blooming, color and height. 
But these are only elemental points. 
There are other and finer distinc¬ 
tions. Certain shades blend well to¬ 
gether and often a whole bed will 
be selected with this blending in 
mind. Of course for this sort of 
thing, all the plants must bloom 
during the same period. Fragrance 
should be taken into account, as 
there are some spicy things like 
Evening Scented Stock, Nicotine, 
Mignonette, Sweet Sultan and Ver¬ 
bena, which while rather plain as 
plants^ fill the whole garden with 
a delightful incense, especially in the 
evening. In shaded quarters, Tuber¬ 
ous rooted Begonias, Pansies and 
wild flowers will do well. In fact, 
they prefer this location to any 
other.
